One night ad- 
mire and esteem but never love the 
latter. whereas the former among 
his disciples inspires ere affec- 
tion. 

Even in their expressions a: hate 
or disdain the two men are unlike. 
Trotzky projects acid bitterness: 
Lenine merely scornful irony. Ina 
word one is human, the other mach- 
inal. 

Yet—perhaps because he is so hu- 
man—Lenine its less approachable 
than Trotzky. In his quarters in the 
Kremlin Palace of Justice he lives 
the life almost of a recluse, in a free 
and constant contact only with his 
wife, his four sisters nad his pet cats. 
All others must pass throu_h triple 
and quadruple cordons of guards to 
penetrate his presenve. Those who 
are not his political intimates mus: 
receive an appointment and three 
successive varieties of “pass” and 
then undergo the scrutiny of five 
sentries stationed. with fixed bayo- 
nets at various points along the de- 
vious route to the dictator's inner 
sanctum. 

We—I was accompanied hy Vic- 
tor O. Kubes, motion picture pho- 
tographer, who was my companion 
throughout my Russian trip—scaled 
these impressive barriers without 
great difficulty, but not until the last 
day of our stay in Moscow. 
found our way through the dilapi- 
dated corridors and anterooms of 
the one-time palace of Czars, we sat 
down in a bleak apartment expect- 
ing to, wait fully.an hour before be- 
ing admitted to the presence (that 
being the customary minimum delay 
in keeping of appointment by Sov- 
iet functionarieg). 


Room Lined With Bookcases. 

Ten minutes later, however,:a little 
hunéhbacked ‘woman, his confiden- 
tial secretary, ushered us into Le- 
nihe’s office.

An unexpected turn vas given to 
the trial of the suit of Harry J. Rem- 
mers, 47 years old, of 5251 Cabanne 
avenue, to be declared the legally 
adopted son of the late F. J. Rem- 
mers, wealthy contractor, in Judge 
Davis’ Court today ‘when Miss Mary 
Nolte, 60 years old, of 4120 Lonis- 
iana avenue, returned to the witness 
stand and “cleared her conscience” 
by repudiating testimony which she 
gave for the plaintiff in previows 
testimony. 

Miss Nolte last Thursday testified 
that she was employed at the F. J. 
Remmers home, 1429-North Ninth 
street, at the time of ‘he death of 
Harry Reminers’ mother, and that 
on the day of the funeral she over- 
heard a conversation between fF. J. 
temmers and his wife ia which they 


said they would take Harry as their 
own son, and would adopt him. 


Made Written Statement. 
In her testimony today Miss Nolte 
| said she had never heard such a con- 
versation, though she was at the 
Remmers home at the time of the 
funeral. She testified that she had 
once made a written statement as 


tify at variance with that statement 
when she went on the witness stand. 
On cross-examination today she tes- 
tified that some time after the fu- 
neral she hear F. J. Remmers refer 
to Harry Remmers as his son. 

Mrs. Wilhelmina Remmers, widow 
of F. J. Remmers, . today testified 
that she married Remmers in 1902 
and that from that time until Rem- 
mers’ death, last August, Harry 
Remmers was not on intimate terms 
with the family. The witness was 
Remmers’ second wife. She was not 
his wife at the time Harry Rem- 
mers’ mother died. 

Mrs. Remmers in her testimony 
, explained how Miss Nolte decided to 
change her testimony. 

Asked What She Would De. 

“After the court hearing yester- 
,; day I saw that Miss Nolte was cry- 
'ing,’’ she said. “I went to her and 
she told me that she had not done 
right and had testified to a_ false- 
hood. She asked me what she should 
do, and [ told her that she should 
clear her conscience just as she 
would do if she went to confession 
to a priest, and she should come into 
court and make a confession to the 
Judge and throw herself on the 
Court's mercy. She decided to do 


that.” 
Circuit Judge Benjamin J. Klene, 
giving rebuttal testimony for the 


plaintiff, testified that he represent- 
'ed the plaintiff in the suits by him 
against the elder Remmers. He 
wanted to show’ the character of the 
litigation, but Judge Davis ruled it 
out as immaterial. Klene was al- 
lowed to testify, however, that he 
had investigated the case thoroughly 
before bringing it. The defendants 
lad tried to show by, previous testi- 
mony that Remmerg proved himself 
an undutiful son By bringing the 
suits. 

Stratman Reiterates Testimony. 

Peter Stratman, 70 years old, of 
1446 Cass avenue, who testified 
Thursday that Frederick Remmers 
told him that he had adopted the 
plaintiff, and had cautioned him not 
to tell anyone that the plaintiff was 
not his son, and that he always treat- 
ed him as his son, again took the! 
stand, and reiterated this testimony. 
He also said that the elder Remmers 
told him that he had told the sisters

Food and Datiries. 

The towns include Pittsburg, Hol- 
ton and Wichita, Kan; De Kalb, 
Bradford, Mattoon, Carthage, Free- | 
port, Jacksonville, Winchester, Wy- : 
oming, Aledo, Geneva, Danville, El- 
gin, Griggsvilie, Beardstown, Clin- 
ton, Lake Forest and Evanston, IIl.; 
Atlantic, Des Moines, Indianola, 
Spencer, Boone, Sioux City, Maren- 
go, Earlham, Waterleo, Ida Grove, 
Oderbolt and Denison, Io. 

The olives are of the ripe, stuffed 
tvpe known as “pimento olives” and J 
are in bottles. Fifteen dozen bot- 
tiles have heen placed in  TIilinois 
stores alone.

Infected With Baciifis Botulinus. 

The olives are infected with ba- 
cillus botulinus, a form of poison 
which has recently caused a number 
of deaths in several states. 

“All deaths so far reported, how- 
ever, came from  iunstuffed ripe 
olives. This is the first timé poison- 
ous stuffed olives have been re- 
ported. 

The poisonous olives, McLaughlin 
said, will have a peculiar odor which

he adds. Of 2045 cans and bottles 
of ripe olives recently sent to the 
Federal laboratories for examination 
following several poisoning gases in 
the East, only seven were found to 
contain the poison. 

Packers of Olives Not Blamed. 

McLaughlin said that no blame 
should be attached to the packer, 
wholesaler or retailer of the olives. 

The germ which causes botulinus 
poisoning was first discovered in 
1890 in a ham. Federal investiga- 
tions have since disclosed that there 
are two, types of fhe deadly bacilli, 
the olive type and the cheese type. 
It also appears in cattle forage and 
it was investigation of horse poi- 
soning during the war that led to 
isolation of the germ and discovery 
of a serum which, if used in time, 
is said to avert death.

The olives were distributed (by 
Sprague, Warner & Co. of Chicago.

Three Brands Contain Poison. 

The bottled stuffed olives were 
not suspected until a recent case of 
botulinus poisoning at Kalispell, 
Mont., was investigated by Federal 
authorities, according to McLaugh- 
lin. The investigation, he said, dis- 
closed that three brands of Califor- 
nia packed stuffed olives were in- 


volved. The brands, his statement 
says are ‘‘Batavia,” “Ferndell,”’ and 
‘Richlieu.” The name of the Call- 


fornia packer is not on the labels. 
The label shows, however, that the 
olives were distributed from Chi- 
cago and adds that the net weight 
of the olives in the bottles is six 
ounces and that the bottles are 


known as No. 10.

“And you represent the 
New York World. The organ of your 
Governmem, is it not?’ 

Neither here nor elsewhere, when 
he might. have done so appropriately, 
did Lenine mention President Wil- 
son. It seemed to nte that he delib- 
erately avoided speaking of the 
President, hesitating, perhaps, to 
injure our feelings as Americans by 
any invidious reference to our chief 
executive. 

While Kubes, whose Midections he 
obeyed with smiling docility, was 
posing him for the camera, I had a 
chance to study the physical aspects 
of the man who has done more to 
turn the world upside down and who 
has aroused deeper hatreds and fears 
than even William of Hohenzollern. 

With his balt pate, squinty ¢yes, 
broad nose, thickish lips and wun- 
kempt reddish gray beard, Lenine is 
decidedly homely, not to say ugly. 
But his homeliness is that of the 
bulldog, having about it nothing un- 
wholesome and repulsive. His wide 
re- 
ré- 
deems hig face*from the heavy, al- 
most brutish quality it might other- 
wise reflect. 

On his feet the man is light as the 
cats of whom he is so fond. Indeed, 
all of Lenine’s movements and ges- 
tures have a feline swiftness and 
elasticity which I fancy is duplicat- 
ed in his mental processes. His 
dress was nondescript, a_ slightly 
soiled soft white collar (even soiled 
white collars are a rarity in Russia), 
a black tie and a dark brown busi- 
ness suit, the trousers stuffed into 
knee-high boots of thick felt, the 
warmest kind of foot covering. The 
clothes, in this case at least, did not 
show the man, for Lenine’s raiment 
might have been worn by a sartori- 
aly carless Cabinet minister or 
newspaper man or aie prosperous 
bricklayer. 


Speaks in Pure English. 


brusquely: 


That he was being pictured for the | 


numberless host of American movie 
fans did not seem to interfere with 
the Bolshevik Premier’s conversa- 
tlonal powers. Speaking in rather 
slow but very pure English—his un- 
derstanding wof both English and 
American is perfect—he_ tackled 
each subject brought up with the un- 
hesitating promptitude of one who 
knows his own mind thoroughly. 

Of the allies’ reported decision to 
lift the blockade he sald: 

“It is hard to see sincerely behind 
so vague a proposal, coupled as it 
seems to be with preparations to at- 
tack us afresh through Poland. At 
first glance the Supreme Council's 
proposition looks plausible enough 
—-the resumption of commercial re- 
lations through the medium of the 
Russian co-operatives. But the co- 
operatives do not any longer exist, 
having been assimilated into our So- 
viet distribution organs. Therefore, 
what is meant when the allies talk 
of dealing with the co-operatives 
certainly is not clear. 

Therefore, I say that closer exam- 
ination convinces ‘us that this Paris 
decision is simply a move in the al- 
lied chess game, the motives of 
which are still obscure.” lLenine 
paused a moment, then added with 
a broad grin: 

“Far obscurer, for iecianen. than 
Marshal Foch’'s intended visit to 
Warsaw.”’ 7 

I asked if he deemed the proba- 


‘bility of a Poliah offensive serious 


(it must be recalled that in Russia 
the talk is of a drive of the Poles 
against the Bolsheviki, not vice 
versa). | 

“Beyond doubt,” Lenine replied, 
“Clemenceau and Foch are very, 
very serious gentlemen, and the one 
originated and the other is going ta 
carry out this offensive scheme. It 
ig a grave menace, of course, but we 
have faced @raver ones. It does not 
cause us fear so much as disappoint- 
ment that the allies should still pur- 
sue the impossible. ‘For a Polish of- 
fensive can no mare settle the Rus- 
sian problem for them than did Kol- 
chak’s and Dentkine’s. 
many troubles of her own, remem- 
ber. And it is obvious that she can 
get no help from any.of her neigh- 
bors, including Rumania.” 


“American Bankers Fear Us.” 

“Yet peace seems nearer than be- 
fore,’ I suggested. 

“Yes, that’s true. If peace is a 
corrolary of trade with us, the al- 
lies cannot avold it much longer. I 
have heard that Millerand, Clemen- 
ceau’s successor, expresses willling- 
ness to envisage commercial rela- 
tions with the Russian people. Per- 
haps this heralds a change of front 
among the French capitalists. But 
Churchill is still strong in England, 
and Licoyd George, who probably 
wants to do business with us, dare 
not risk an open rupture with the 
political and financial interests sup- 
porting the Churchill policy.” 

“And America?’ 


“It is hard to see clearly what is 
going on there. Your bankers seem 
to fear us more than ever. At any 
rate, your Government is instituting 
more violently repressive measures 
not only against the Socialists but 
against the working class in general 
than any. other Government, even 
the reactionary French. Apparently 
{ft is persecuting foreigners. And 
yet, what would America be without 
her foreign workers? They are an 
absolute necessity to your economic 
development.

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A Fireless Cooker, 


UST now we need some coal sav- 
Jen and a fireless cooker is one. 

It does not cook without fire, but 
it conserves the heat that has been 
put into food. The food is first 
heated on the stove, and then placed 
in the cooker, where the heat is con- 
served and the cooking continued 
for hours if necessary. An economi- 
cal housekeeper cannot afford to be 
without one, it saves fuel in winter 
and helps to keep the kitchen cool in 
summer. Jt improves the flavor of 
food and saves time and labor be- 
cause once the dinner is placed in 
the cooker it needs no watching and 
other duties can be attended to. A 
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woman may even go away from 
home for several hours and find the 
dinner ready when she returns. 

It has the added advantage of be- 
ing easily made, even by one who is 
not an expert, It requires a box 
and insulating material to make 
riests inside for the utensils in which 
the food. is cooked. The box for a 
family of five should be about 24 
inches by 18 inches by 15 inches and 
have a hinged cover—an old trunk 
will do. The insulating material 
may be hay, excelsior, ground cork, 
sawdust, or crumpled paper. For 
the lining of the nests inside use 
metal or granite pails and pack 
around and under them well with 
insulating material. The pails 
should have lids and should be just 
large enough to hold the vessels in 
which the food is cooked. The outer 
pails should come within five inches 
of the top and fit snugly into holes 
in the cardboard or beaver board 
collar which in turn should fit the 
inside of the box exactly. After the 
heated food is placed in the pails 
the space between the collar and 
the cover should be filled with a 
cushion, the cover closed, and the 
cooker will do the rest. 

Some prefer the ready-made 
cookers, but these are expensive and 
the home-made variety will do the 


trick every bit as well. It is a mis- 
take to think that all foods can be 


ticooked in a fireless, but once its 


value is learned, no housekeeper will 
care to be without one.

Noted Writer in Commerce and Finance Tells Some Wholesome Facts 
About Nation’s Extravagance. 


N his comment on current events, 
J Richard Spillane in Commerce 

and Finance, has the following to 
say concerning the work of the 
women of America in their organ- 
ized campaign for.thrift and saving 
and against high prices: 

“A wail is going up from the 
women these days owing to the 
poor quality of goods they get in 
the department stores and specialty 
shops and the low grade of work- 
manship. 

“Stuff that ordinarily would not 
be handled by high’ class, reputable 
establishments now is put on the 
counters and a price is put on it that 
is little short of robbery. Sales per- 
sons are just as contemptuous and 
supercilious in their treatment of 
persons Who are shocked over the 
cheap, poorly made articles put on 
sale at outrageously high prices as 
if it were a favor to permit a per- 
son to buy anything these times at 


any price. 


“The truth of the matter seems to 
be that in most staple articles, either 
textiles or furniture or anything 
else, there is carelessness and pro~ 
fiteering or worse all along the line. 


Labor is slipshod, and manufactur- 
ers skimp in every possible way. 

“The clothing people are particu- 
lar offenders. They may not be re- 
sponsible for the poorer quality of 
cloths, but they are responsible for 
poor workmanship on garments. 
They charge the poor quality of 
cloths to the mill men, and then ex- 
cuse themselves for the poor work- 
manship on garments by saying la- 
bor is out of hand, and the employer 
who protests against anything is in 
danger of having a strike or a new 
demand for increased pay, so they 
have to bear the ills they meet and 
try to wait in patience for time to 
adjust conditions. 

“But if you are a friend, the cloth- 
ing manufacturer will tell you in 
confidence he is having a very pro- 
fitable year, the best in fact of his 
whole business career. Honesty in 
manufacturing and merchandising 
seems to be at a pronounced dis- 
count, more of a discount than the 
dollar is today.
